WASHINGTON, , 187—. 

Ihave resigned—The Govornment 
appears to go on much the same, but 
there is a spoke out of its wheel, nev- 
ertheless. Iwasa clerk of the Sen- 
ate Committee on “Conchology,” and 
I have thrown up the position. I 
could see the plainest disposition on 
the part of the other members of the 
government to debar me from having 
any voice in the couucilsofthe nation 
and so I could no longer hold office 
and retain my self-respect. If I were 
to detail all the outrages that wero 
heaped upon me during the six days 
that I was connected with the gov- 
ernment in an official capacity, tho 
narrative would filla volume. They 
appointed me clerk of the Committee 
on Conchology, and they allowed me 
no amanuences to play billiards with. 
1 would have borne that, lonesome as 
it was, if I had met with that courte- 
sv from the other members of the 
cabinet which was my due. But I did 
not—Whenever I observed that the 
head of a department was pursuing a 
wrong course, I laid down everything 
and went and tried to sot him aright, 
as it was my duty todo;andI was 
nover thanked in a single instance, 
I went with the best intentions in the 
world, to the Secretary of the Navy, 
and said: 

“Sir, Iconnot see that Admiral 
Farragut is doing anytbing but akir- 
mishing around there in Europe, hav- 
ing a sort of pic-nic, Now, that may 
be all very well, but it does not ex- 
hibit itself to me in that light If 
there is no fighting for him to do, let 
him come home. There is no use in 
a man having a whole fleet for a pleas» 
ure excursion. It istoo expensive.

I now 
went into an earnest expostulation 
with him upon the extravagent length 
of his report. Isaid it was oxpen- 
sive, unnecessary, and awkwardly 
constructed, there were no descriptive 
passages init, no poetry, no senti- 
ment, no heroes, no plot, no pictures 
— not even wood-outs. Nobody could 
read it, that was a clear case. I urg 
ed him not to ruin his reputation by 
getting out a thing like that. Ihe 
oven hoped to sücceed in literature, 
he must throw more variety into hia 
writings. He must beware of dry 
detail. I said thatthe main popular- 
ity of the almanacwas derived from 
ita poetry and conundrums; and that 
a few conundrums distributed around 
throngh his treasury report would 
help the sale of it more than all in- 
ternal revenue he could put into it. 

I said these things in the kindest 
spirit, yet the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury fell into a violent passion. He 
even said I was an ass. He abused 
me in the most vindicative manner ; 
said that if I came there again med- 
dling with his business he would 
throw me out of the window. I said 
that I would take my hat and go, if I 
could not be treated with the respect 
due to my office; and 1 did go. It 
was just like a now author. They al- 
ways think they knowmorg than any- 
body else when they aro gotting out 
their first book. Nobody can‘ tell 
them anything.

Not an item of this bill has been 
paid, except that trifle of $36 of 
clerkship salary. The Secretary of 
the Treasury; pursuing me to the 
last, drew his pen through all the 
other items, and simply marked in 
the margin—“Not allowed.” So the 
dread alternative at last. Repudia- 
tion has begun! the nation is lost. 
True, the President promised me ke 
would mention my claim in bis mes- 
sage, and recommend that it be paid 
out of the first moneys received on 
account of the Alabama claim, but 
will ho remember to do it.

Let those clerks, who 
are willing to be imposed on, remain, 
I know numbers of them, in the De- 
partment, who are never informed 
when there is to be a Cabinet meet- 
ing, whose advice is never asked 
about War, or Finance, or Commerce 
by the heads of the Nation, any more 
than if they were not connected with 
tho Government, and who actually 
stay in their offices, day after day, 
and work! They know their impor- 
tance to the Nation and they uncon- 
sciously show it in their learning,and 
the way they order their sustenance 
at restaurants-but they work. I know 
one who has to paste all sorts oflit- 
tle scraps from the newspapers into 
a scrap book—sometimes as many as 
eight or ten soraps a day. Ho doesn't 
do it well, but he does it as well as 
he can, Itis very fatiguing. It is 
exhausting to the intellect. Yet he 
gets $1800 dollars a year. Witha 
brain like his, that young man could 
amass thousands and thousands of 
dollars in some other pursuit, if he 
chose to do it. Butno—his heart is 
with his country, and he will serve 
her as long as she has got a scraps 
book left. 

And I know clerks that don't know 
how to write very well, but such 
knowledge as thoy possess they no- 
bly lay at the feet of their country, 
and toil on and auffer for $2,500 dol- 
lars a year. What they write has to 
be written over again by othor clerks 
sometimes ; by when a man has done 
his best for his country, should his 
country complain ! 

Then there are clerke that have no 
clerkships, and are waiting, and wait- 
ing, and waiting, for a vacancy— 
waiting patiently for a chance to help 
their country out—and while they 
are waiting they only get barely $2,, 
000 a year for it. It is sad, it is very, 
very sad. When a member of Con- 
gress has a friend, who is gifted, 
but has no employment wherein his 
great powers may be brought to bear, 
he confers him upon his country, and 
gives him a clerkship in a depart- 
ment. And there that man has to 
slave his life out fighting documents 
for the benefit of a nation that never 
thinks of him, never sympathizing 
with him—and all for $2,000 or $3,- 
000 a year. When I shall have com- 
pleted my list of all the clerks in the 
several doparments with my state- 
ment of what they have to do, and 
what they get for it, you will sce that 
there are rot half enough clerks, and 
that what there are do not got half 


enough pay.

The mechanic builds our houses, our 
ships and agricultural implements, 
maaufacturies, etc., etc. The labor- 
ing man, who toils through every 
weather, in every climate, and faiths 
fully performs even more than his 
duty. The manufacturer with his 
great ingenuity and skill, that has 
coutrived the tens of thousands of 
useful articles from the needle to the 
finest watch material. The printer 
farnishes our books, newspapers and 
periodicals, which keeps light and 
knowledge aglow, and without which 
the world would soon sink in dark- 
ness and superstition. Thus we rise 
step by step, and aspire higher and 
higher under the great order and 
wonder‘ul machincry ofenlightenment 
that regulates the affairs of every 
nation which inhabits this vast globe. 
The great mechanical genius of the 
world, together with its several con~ 
nections and boundless surroundings, 
are governed and characterized under 
the control of that gigantic lever, 
“Industry,” the principal link which ° 
forms the chain composed of three. 

The counsellor at the bar—the 
statesman in the Halls—the minister 
of the gospel, are all void of success 
unless actuated by this chain.

Heavy Manuring, 


A pröminent English farmer 

writes: “I know a fnrmer with 600 
acres who says that if he spends £1 
(85 per acre on artificial manures his 
farm pays, if not it lores. I know of 
some who spend double that sum. I 
havo only placed ten shillings ($2.50) 
per acre on artificial manures, be- 
causo I produce much manure by 
feeding animals, which, if there is 
capital, is the cheapest way of getting 
genuine manure.” The italics are 
mine, and convey a meaning which 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
all who are endeavoring to improve 
the quality of their land. Bone dust 
and other good artificial manures are 
all right to increase the crops, but if 
this increase is not fed on the farm 
the ontgoing stream is still a contin- 
nous one, though larger. Nor is the 
phrase “if thereis capital,” an unim- 
portant one. To enrich a farm in 
this way requires capital, for the ef- 
fort is not feit at once, but only after 
several years.—The effect’ of bone 
dust may be visible in the¢néxt crop, 
but grain bönght and fed to stock 
must go to the fieldand return to the 
' yatd before its influence is felt; the 
ihterest is not (at first) paid annually 
but ia compounded for a term of 
yeara.—Then again in the manner 
feeding of purchased material, Eng- 
lish farmers beat us largely. The 
same farmer quoted above further 
writea: We have fourteen Galloway 
Scots, avernging each 110 stone of 
eight pounds each butchers or net 
dead weight, and they are putting on 
fat rapidly. They consume daily to 
each bullock four bushels of swedes, 
three oil cakes (of seven pounds,) 
three pounds boiled linseed; the 
quantity they consume daily is from 
246 to 250 ponnds. This astonishes 
some folks, but the almost daily pro- 
greas of the animals proves it is well 
employed. Tho items of feed above 
given are of course in addition to 
“twelve póunda of wheat straw chaff 
ept one-tight of an inch.” 
2 Nonr readers can easily contrast 
this with the manner of feeding as 
prBtticed by many of ns. But how 
about the annual application of $500 
worth of artificial manure to a one 
handred acre farmt—T. J. E. in 
CBantry’ Genileman. 


The Stock Pea Versus Corn, 


, The writer, having occasion to visit 
a neighbor when he was gathering 
im his-corn, and, knowing that he had 
been raising the “stock pea” for sev- 
erar seabona (selling them at two dol- 
lara per bus.ıel), took the opportuni- 
ty of “Interviewing” him on the 
comparative yield of the pea and 
corn. 

He brought into the room a good 
sized ear of corn, and upon counting, 
we found it to contain eleven rows, of 
eighty-six grains each.—We agreed 
that such an ear would represent the 
average yield per stalk for his best 
corn. He then stated that he had 
eonnted the peasona single stalk, 
from the same quality of land, and 
found the number five hundred. Four 
pea stalks would grow on the ground 
occupied by one stalk of corn; mak- 
ing the yield, in grains fully two to 
one. He further atated that he had 
pastured his hogs on the peas, and 
found that they had thrived and fat- 
tened as when fed oncorn. He had 
not tried them for other stock,though 
tiuey would, no doubt, make excellent 
feed for horses and cows, if ground 
into meal. Another neighbor used 
the green vines, cut ond cured, as 
forage for his horses and mules, of 
which they secm very fond. On ex- 
amination of these vines, as grown 
on good land, our calculations was, 
that four such vines would be equival- 
ent to one bundle of “fodder,” allow- 
ing twelve good stalks of corn to one 

heavy bundle of fodder, and four 

stalks of peas to one stalk of corn, 
would give twelve time as much for- 
age from the peas. 

Tabulating the above comparisons, 
weJiave. As forage, pens, twelve , 
corn, one; as grain or meal, peas, two 
com, one; money value, pecs, four; 
corn, one; or putting the equal, 
(which would be the case were the 
pen raised abundantly) we would still 
have, pens, two; corn, one.—D.C. A., 
in Rural Carolinain.

Driving Fence Posts, 
A neighbor told mo how to make 
a board fence rapidly and cheaply 
last year. He and his hired man 
went to the field where the fence-posts 
with ends slightly sharpened were 
lyitig along the line of the proposed 
fendo. One man stood on a platform 
two and a half feet higt, and with a 
heavy mallet drove the posts as the 
Other held them in position. Eighty 
posts were thus put down three feet 
deep in one afternoon. The ground 
was free from large stones, and the 
time selected was just after frost had 
left the ground in the Spring. The 
` posta were white oak, and did not 
split by being driven. The ground 
‘wee so soft that severe pounding was 
ot necessary, and doubtless softer 
wood might have been used. The 
fence stood firmer than where hole 
had been dug and the posts regularly 
settled. Itis possible this method could 
beadoped on soils where there is 
some stone by working a crowbar 
down throngh the soft earth to the 
required depth, shoving aside the 
stones before the post is dri: @1 down. 
Two stakes driven down side by side 
with room for rails between and 
wired at top make an excellent and 
cheap temporary fence, anda post 
driven or set three feet, with a stake 
beside and wire to it to hold the rail, 
make a fence both cheap and darable 
by driving the stake into the ground 
twelve to fifteen inches, only one 
wire wil] be needed, and that at or 
near’ the top. Such a fence takes 
little room, and by using old rails and 
pieces of rails need cost but little 
money.

I have wintered nineteen head 
stock (horses and cows), says Wm. 
H. May, of Huntington, N. J., by cut- 
ting all my hay, stalks, and straw. 
The stalks are cut and a half inches, 
and the hay and straw one inch long, 
by hand power; horse power would 
pay better for a larger number of 
stock. The stalks are cut and fed 
out first, so that what might be re- 
fused will answer for bedding, and 
have a chance to rot by spring Each 
animal bas a bushel of stalks or hay, 
and one quart of cornmeal morning 
and night, and a bushel of cut straw 
at noon is put in each stall for bed- 
diríg, where the animal can reach and 
eat what it wants of ıt. I think the 
stock did as well on stalks and meal 
as they do on same quantity of hay 
and meal. Milking cows havea peck 
of sliced turnips, and working teams 
four quarts of osts per day extra. A 
teaspoonful of sulphur is given to 
each twice a week in the feed.
